Winds Kill 
Salton Sea" 
Fishing Trip

ANOTHER FISH STORY— 

The corvina were running 
fast and big, we were told. 
We were further advised to 
take with us an extra selec¬ 
tion of saltwater spoons and 
a quantity of 20-pound test 
monofilament line. 

So armed, we took off Sun¬ 
day tor the Salton Sea. 

Earlier in the morning, we 
had phoned Y o m e r Oka- 
mura, a Thermal rancher, to 
double check on weather 
conditions. 

“Clear as a bell,’’ he said. 
Saturday night, we had 
also phoned the on-duty 
ranger at State Park No. 1, 
Salton Sea. 

“Fishing is fantastic,” he 
said. 

WE LEARNED, too, that 
boats and motors are now 
available at the State park. 
They're rather expensive, 
about double the cost of a 
local outboard outing. But 
the boats are nice, seawor¬ 
thy 14 footers, motors rang¬ 
ing in power from 15 to 
30 hp. 

Clear as a bell, Y’omer had 
said. 

But less than two hours 
later, we hit a suffocating 
sandstorm just outside Indio. 
As we guided our car slow¬ 
ly toward Thermal, visibility 
was even further reduced as 
winds and dust swirls in¬ 
creased. We saw a couple of 
really bad crack-ups. 

Still, in the face of 45 mph 
winds, we picked up Yomer 
(who had also picked up 
mudsuckers at a dollar per 
dozen), and headed for the 
State park. 

Another half-hour later, 
we were cruising the eastern 
side of the Sea. 

But shortly past Mecca, we 
could see the Sea, whipped 
by the winds to a muddy 
froth — a giant mudpuddle, 
really. 

The winds still continued. 
We were startled at the sight 
of a water skier stripped to 
his waist, defiantly intent on 
having his day. 

DOWN TO the runoff we 
flew, on to Saltwater Creek, 
to Bombay Beach, but even 
the mudhens had called it a 
day. 

It was one of the most 
frustrating trips I’ve ever 
taken — and I’ve taken 
plenty. 

When the winds are up, 
never go out—the Sea can 
get as rough as the Santa 
Barbara Channel. 

The Sea slopes down very 
gently, only about *45 feet at 
its deepest point. Fifty yards 
out into the surf and it’s 
still only about three feet 
deep. 

Right now, says Yomer, the 
fish are out deep and run¬ 
ning very big. They’re long, 
silvery jobs, resembling very 
mucli a white sea bass. 

"FARMER FRIEND of 

mine has taken quite a few 
and he says they’re real 
jumpers,’’ said Yomer. 

Surfing is very slow. 

“In the spring, they’ll 
come back into the shallows 
to spawn.” 

As I say, the weather con¬ 
ditions change abruptly, 
sometimes from hour to 
hour. The best bet would be 
to call the State park before 
actual departure time. Just 
dial the long-distance oper¬ 
ator and ask for the Ranger 
Station at State Park No. 1, 
Salton Sea. 

And, as I say, take along 
money—lots of it.
